LAKE CREEK — It rea lly 
isn’t much to lo o k a t. Eighteen 
wo o den sha cks, so me ho les in 
the wo o ds fo r ca mpers a nd a big 
circus tent. But fo r o ne week 
ea ch summer this 27 -a cre a rea 
fiv e miles so uth o f Smithto n 
co mes a liv e with o ld-fa shio n 
ca mp meetings. 
The meetings da te ba ck to 
18 4 3, making La ke Creek the 
o ldest co ntinuo us church ca mp 
west o f the Mississippi Riv er. 
Ex cept fo r o ne y ea r during the 
Civ il War a nd 
o nce when 
dro ught co nditio ns go t sev ere 
a ro und the turn o f the century , 
Pettis Co unty Metho dists ha v e 
been ga thering here fo r o ne 
week ea ch summer. 
It a ll sta rted when the Rev . 
Seba stia n Ba rth ca me to the 


a rea a nd fo rmed the Osa ge 
Missio n. The lo g ca bin church 
he built a bo ut two miles so uth 
o f the present ca mpgro unds 
beca me the center o f the 300- 
mile, sev en-co unty circuit, a nd 
a fter Ba rth died the Germa n 
spea king Metho dists ga thered 
themselv es fo r the a nnua l ca mp 
meetings. 
The ca mp meetings were held 
nea r the o ld church until a bo ut 
1880, when ca mp go ers decided 
to mo v e the ca mp two miles 
no rth beca use mo st o f the 
members liv ed nea r o f the 
creek, which a lso wa s ha rd to 
cro ss in times o f high wa ter. 
No t much ha s cha nged o v er 
the y ea rs a t the La ke Creek 
ca mp meetings. Church serv ices 
a re held nightly with guest 


spea kers do ing the prea ching. 
Musica l gro ups a lso perfo rm fo r 
4 5 minutes befo re the serv ices. 
Ma ny 
perso ns 
cho o se 
to 
spend a few nights sleeping in 
the o ld v ine-co v ered ca bins, 
so me o f which da te ba ck befo re 
the turn o f the century . The 
. ca bins co me co mplete with 
lea ky ro o fs, stra w flo o rs a nd 
gia nt bunk beds which, in da y s 
go ne by , slept a ha ndful o f bo y s 
o n o ne lev el a nd the sa me 
number o f girls o n the o ther.

Metho dist Church a nd ho st 
pa sto r o f the ca mp meeting, 
estima ted tha t mo re tha n i,5 00 
perso ns wo uld a ttend o ne o r 
mo re o f the nightly tent serv ices 
this y ea r. The la st serv ice will 
be a t 7 :30 p.m. Sunda y , a fter a 
no o n ba sket dinner a nd a 4 p.m. 
wa termelo n feed. 
Fifty o r mo re y ea rs a go , Mr. 
Mo o n sa id, a s ma ny a s 1,500 
perso ns wo uld tra v el v ia ho rse 
o r fo o t a nd sha re a co mmo n 
mea l a t the ca mpgro unds. 
“ Of co urse, it to o k them a 
who le da y to get here,” Mr. 
Mo o n sa id. “ No w, mo st o f the 
peo ple just driv e in fo r the 
nightly serv ices a nd lea v e a fter 
they ’re o v er.” 
Representa tiv es fro m sev en 
Pettis Co unty United Metho dist 
churches serv e a s the go v erning 
bo dy fo r the ca mp. 
La st y ea r, Mr. Mo o n sa id, the 
bo a rd decided to clea r o ut so me 
brush fo r ca mping tra ilers o r 
tents. And recently , he a dded, a 
new restro o m (with sho wers) 
wa s co nstructed. “ The first new 
structure in this century ,” Mr. 
Mo o n sa id. 
While the bo a rd pla ns to 
ma ke further impro v ements, 
such a s pro v iding electrica l 
ho o kups to nex t y ea r’s ca mpers, 
there a re no pla ns a t present to 
repla ce the ca bins with new 
o nes. “ We ta lked a bo ut building 
mo dern o nes,” Mr. Mo o n sa id, 
“ but ev ery bo dy sa id no .” 
The future go a ls, Mr. Mo o n 
sa id, a re to build a swimming 
po o l a nd po ssibly utilize the 
a rea fo r da y ca mps a nd o ther 
retrea ts.

H isto rica lly , Ortho do x y 
g e n e r a ll y ha s shunned 
criticism o f civ ic a ffa irs a nd

civ ic a tmo sphere, which in 
the pa st wa s co nduciv e to 
fa ith, ha s beco me fo uled a nd 
no w cha llenges religio us life. 
“ The church ca n no lo nger

In the wake o f President Nix o n’s histo ric 
resignatio n speech Thursday night, lo cal 
po litical figures are anticipating an era o f 
“ getting back to the business o f so lv ing the 
natio n’s pro blems." 
Republican May o r J erry J o nes reacted 
to Nix o n’s 
resignatio n by 
say ing. “ I 
suppo se I'm so mewhat reliev ed at the 
actio n the President has taken. I believ e 
that certainly the co untry needs to get 
do wn 
to transacting 
the 
business 
o f 
ministering to the needs o f this co untry ." 
Demo cratic Co uncilman Carl Franklin 
said he felt a pro lo nged impeachment trial 
“ wo uld hav e been detrimental" to the 
co untry . 
He said he felt Nix o n’s resignatio n 
“ pro bably will be accepted by the peo ple. 
It helped President Nix o n in histo ry and 
peo ple will hav e mo re respect fo r him ... he 
said what I ex pected him to say and I think 
he made o ne o f his better speeches." 
Hank 
Mo nsees,' a 
well-kno wn lo cal 
Republican, reacted to Nix o n’s resignatio n 
with a spirit o f o ptimism. 
“ We hav e clo sed o ne chapter and we’re 
go ing to o pen a new chapter. I think the 
new chapter is go ing to be go o d fo r the 
American peo ple," he said. 
Mo nsees co ntinued, "I think he (Nix o n) 
felt the co untry needed to get back to wo rk. 
We need to get Co ngress back to wo rk. We 
hav e to so lv e the pro blem if inflatio n. 
Co ngress hasn't do ne any thing but fo o l 
with this fo r mo nths and 1 think Nix o n has 
do ne the right thing." 
Mo nsees added that he felt 
Gerald 
Fo rd, in his statement, sho ws we are go ing 
to hav e a tremendo us president. I think 
we’ll be mo v ing fo rward ... we need to 
think o f a unified peo ple." 
Magistrate J udge 
Hazel 
Palmer, a 
Republican, described Nix o n's farewell to 
o ffice as “ a masterful finale to a lifetime o f 
serv ice to this co untry 
Lo cal Republican leader Dr. J . W. 
Bry den said he is lo o king fo rward to a new 
administratio n. 
“ We just ho pe the co untry can unite 
behind Gerald Fo rd," he said. 
J am es 
Buckley , 
Pettis 
Co unty 
Demo cratic chairman, said. “ I think the 
American peo ple can take a large measure 
o f co mfo rt in kno wing that we hav e a 
go v ernment o f laws rather than o f menand 
that no man. ev en tho ugh he ho lds the 
mo st aweso me po wer as president o f the 
United States, stands abo v e that law."

Ho wev er. Miss Palmer said she feU 
Nix o n “ co mmitted no crime whatev er. 
“ He pro bably used po o r judgment in no t 
co ming o ut immediately when he first 
fo und o ut abo ut Watergate.” she added. 


Miss Palmer, who was lo cal chairman 
o f the Co mmittee to Re-Elect the Presi­ 
dent in 197 2. said “ I think this president 
has bro ught much go o d to this natio n and 
that the natio n sho uld be grateful fo r 
the peace and pro sperity that we hav e en­ 
jo y ed under him." 
Franklin also said he felt Nix o n made the 
pro per mo v e by resigning but said he “ was 
lo o king fo r so me admissio n that he had 
been wro ng ... mo re than what he admitted 
to ."

special sessio n. 
The letter said the co mmittee wo uld 
hav e a legislativ e package ready fo r 
co nsideratio n by No v . 1. A special sessio n 
is ex pected fo r mid-No v ember. 
“ By including prev entativ e legislatio n in 
a call fo r a special sessio n, we can slam the 
do o r in the face o f unscrupulo us pro mo ters 
and tho se who deal in human flesh and 
human misery ,” the letter said. 
The 
six -member 
co mmittee 
has 
co nducted a series o f hearings into the 
three-day ro ck festiv al, held o n the State 
Fairgro unds J uly 19-21. 
Webster and Skelto n said that testimo ny 
at the hearings sho wed that befo re the 
“ affair" in Sedalia, ano ther ro ck festiv al in 
Wentzv ille set an “ all time reco rd fo r a 
co ncentratio n o f hard drugs within this 
state." 
The letter co ntinued: “ We are certain 
that the incident at Sedalia will nev er again 
o ccur o n state pro perty . The public o utcry , 
ho wev er, clearly demo nstrates that the 
o v erwhelming majo rity o f the peo ple o f 
this state do no t want it to ev er o ccur again 
o n either public o r priv ate pro perty .” 
Webster said he wo ld no t hav e sent the 
letter to Go v . Bo nd unless the v o te o f the 
co mmittee was unanimo us. All six senato rs 
appro v ed the actio n. 
The Highway Patro l has estimated that 
15 0,000 perso ns attended the festiv al.

The in an ex trao rdinary ho ur, he deliv ered to the natio n 
“ no t an inaugural address, no t a fireside chat, no t a cam ­ 
paign speech. J ust a little straight talk amo ng friends. I in­ 
tend it to be the first o f many .” 
“ If y o u hav e no t cho sen me by secret ballo t, neither hav e I 
gained o ffice by secret pro mises," Fo rd said. “ I hav e no t 
campaigned either fo r the presidency o r the v ice presidency . 
I hav e no t subscribed to any partisan platfo rm. I am indebt­ 
ed to no man and o nly to o ne wo man, my dear wife, as I be­ 
gin the mo st difficult jo b in the wo rld. ” 
Fo rd said ev en tho ugh it is late in an electio n y ear “ there is 
no way we can go fo rward ex cept to gether. ” 
Fo rd said “ truth is the glue that ho lds go v ernment 
to gether, and no t o nly go v ernment but civ ilizatio n itself. 
That bo nd, tho ugh strained, is unbro ken at ho me and 
abro ad." He pro mised an administratio n o f o penness and 
cando r. 
Mo v ing quickly to assure the wo rld that U.S. fo reign po licy 
remains basically unchanged. Fo rd summo ned ambassado rs 
fro m 59 natio ns to the White Ho use and sent messages to the 
fo reign ministers o f ev ery co untry .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fol­ 
lowing is the text of President 
Nixon’s resignation address to 
the nation Thursday night: 
Good Evening. This will be 


the 37 th time I will have 
spokeri to you from this office 
where so many decisions have 
been made that shaped the 
history of this nation. 
Each time I have done so to 


discuss with you some mat­ 
ters which I believed affected 
the national interest. In all the 
decisions I have made in my 
public life I have always tried 
to do what was best for the na­ 
tion. 
Throughout the long and dif­ 
ficult period of Watergate, I 
have felt it was my duty to 
perservere, to make every 
possible effort to complete the 
kind of office to which you 
elected me. 
In the past few days, how­ 
ever, it has become evident to 
me that I no longer have a 
strong enough political base in 
the Congress to justify contin­ 
uing that effort. 
As long as there was such a 


base, I felt strongly that it was 
necessary to see the con­ 
stitutional process through to 
its conclusion; to do otherwise 
would be unfaithful to the 
spirit of that deliberately dif- 
f i c u l t p r o c e s s , and a 
dangerously destabilizing pre­ 
cedent for the future. 
But with the disappearance 


of that base I now believe that 
the constitutional purpose has 
been served and there is no 
longer a need for the process 
to be prolonged. 
I would have preferred to 


carry through to the finish no 
m atter the personal agony 
that would have been in­ 
volved. And my family un­ 
animously urged me to do so. 
But the interest of the nation 


must always come before any 
personal consideration 
From the discussions I have 


had with congressional and 
other leaders, I have con­ 
cluded that because of the 
Watergate matter I might not 
have the support of the 
Congress that I would con­ 
sider necessary to back the 
very difficult decisions and 
carry out the duties of this of­ 
fice in the way the interests of 
the nation will require. 
I have never been a quitter. 


To leave office before my 
term is completed is abhor­ 
rent to every instinct in my 
body. 
As President I must put the 


interests of America first. 
America needs a full-time 
president and a full-time 
Congress, particularly at this 
time with problems we face at 
home and abroad. 
To continue to fight through 


the months ahead for my per­ 
sonal vindication would 
almost totally absorb the time 
and attention of both the 
President and the Congress in 
a period when our entire focus 
should be on the great issues 
of peace abroad and prosperi­ 
ty without inflation at home. 
Therefore, I shall resign the 


presidency effective at noon 
tomorrow. 
Vice President Ford will be 


sworn in as president at that 
hour in this office. 
As I recall the high hopes 


for America with which we 
began this second term I feel a 
great sadness that I will not be 
here in this office working in 
your behalf to achieve those 
hopes in the next two and a 
half years. 
But in turning over direction 


of the government to Vice 
President’ Ford, I know, as I 
told the nation when I 
nominated him for that office 
10 m onths ago, that the 
leadership of America will be 
in good hands. 
In passing this office to the 


vice president, I also do so 
with the profound sense of the 
weight of responsibility that 
will fall on his shoulders 
tomorrow and, therefore, un­ 
derstanding the patience, the 
cooperation he would need 
from all. 
A s he a s s u m e s th a t 


responsibility, he will deserve 


the help and the support of all 
of us. As we look to the future, 
the first essential is to begin 
healing the wounds of this na­ 
tion; to put the bitterness and 
the divisions of the recent past 
behind us and to rediscover 
those shared ideals that lie at 
the heart of our strength and 
unity as a great and as a free 
people. 
By taking this action, I hope 


that I will have hastened the 
start of that process of healing 
which is so desperately 
needed in America. 
I regret deeply any injuries 


that may have been done in 
the course of the events that 
led to this decison. I would say 
only that if some of my judg­ 
ments were wrong, and some 
were wrong, they were made 
in what I believed at the time 
to be the best interest of the 
nation. 
To those who have stood 


with me during these past dif­ 
ficult months, to my family, 
my friends, to many others 
who joined in supporting my 
cause because they believed it 
was right, I will be eternally 
grateful for your support. 


And to those who have not 
felt a b le to give m e your sup­ 
port, let m e sa y I leave with 
no b itte rn e ss tow ard those 
w h o 
h a v e o p p o s e d 
m e , 
b e c a u se all of us, in the final 
an a ly sis, have been concerned 
with the good of the country 
how ever our ju dgm en ts might 
differ. 
So, let us all now join togeth­ 
e r in affirm in g that com m on 
com m itm en t and in helping 
our new President su cceed for 
the benefit of all A m ericans. 
I sh all leave this office with 
re gre t at not com pleting m y 
term , but with gratitude for 
the privilege of serving a s 
your Presiden t for the past 5* 2 
y ea rs. Th ese y e a r s have been 
a m om en tou s tim e in the his­ 
tory of our nation and the 
world. They have been a tim e 
of ach ievem en t in which we 
can all be proud, ach ieve­ 
m e n t s th a t r e p r e s e n t the 
s h a r e d e f f o r ts of the a d ­ 
m in istr a tio n , the C o n g re ss 
and the people. 


But the ch allenges ahead 
a re equally great, and they, 
too, will require the support 


and the efforts of the C ongress 
and the people working in 
cooperation with the new a d ­ 
m inistration. 
We h ave ended A m eric a's 
longest w ar, but in the work of 
secu rin g a lasting p eace in the 
world, the goals ah e ad are 
even m o re far-reaching and 
m ore difficult. 
We m u st com plete a stru c­ 
ture of p ea ce so that it will be 
said of this generation, our 
generation, of A m erican s, by 
‘'t h e people of all nations, not 
only that we ended one war, 
but that we prevented future 
wars. 
We h av e unlocked the doors 
that for a qu arter of a century 
sto o d 
b e tw een th e U nited 
S t a t e s 
a n d t h e 
P e o p l e ' s 
R epublic of China. 


We m u st now insure that the 
one q u a rte r of the w orld's peo­ 
ple who live in the P eop le’s 
R epublic of China will be and 
rem ain not our en em ies but 
our friends. 


In the Middle E a s t, one hun­ 
dred m illion people in the 
A r a b c o u n t r i e s , 
m a n y of 
whom 
h a v e c o n sid e re d us 


their en e m y for n early 20 
y ears, now look on us a s their 
friends. We m ust continue to 
build on that friendship so that 
p eace can settle at last over 
the Middle E a st and so that 
the crad le of civilization will 
not b ecom e its grave. 
T o geth er with the Soviet 
U nion we h a v e m a d e the 
c r u c ia l b re a k th ro u g h s that 
have begun the p ro cess of 
limiting nuclear a rm s. But we 
m ust set a s our goal not just 
lim iting, but reducing and 
finally destroying these terri­ 
ble w eapons so that they ca n ­ 
not destroy our civilization 
and so that the th re a t of 
nuclear w ar will no longer 
hang over the world and the 
people. 
We have opened the new re­ 
lation with the Soviet Union. 
We m ust continue to develop 
and expand that new re la ­ 
t io n s h ip s o th a t 
th e tw o 
strongest nations of the world 
will live together in co o p e ra ­ 
tion rather than confrontation. 


Around the world, in A sia, 
and Africa, in Latin A m erica, 


in the Middle E a st, there are 
m illions of people who live in 
terrible poverty, even s t a r ­ 
vation. We must keep a s our 
goal turning aw ay from pro­ 
duction for w ar and expanding 
production for p ea ce so that 
p eop le ev ery w h ere on this 
e a r t h 
c a n 
a t 
l e a s t 
look 
fo rw a rd in their children's 
tim e, if not in our own time, to 
having the n ecessities for a 
decent life. 


H ere in A m erica, we are 
fortunate that most of our peo­ 
ple h ave not only the blessings 
of liberty, but also the m e a n s 
to live full and good and. by 
the w orld's stan dard s, even 
abundant lives We m ust p ress 
on. however, to a goal of not 
only m o re and better jobs, but 
of full opportunity for every 
A m erican , and of what we are 
strivin g so hard right now to 
a c h ie v e , p ro sp erity without 
inflation 


F o r m ore than a qu arter of 
a century in public life I have 
sh a re d in the turbulent history 
of this era. I have fought for 
what I believed in. I have tried 


to the best of m y ability to d is­ 
ch a rg e those duties and meet 
th o se 
r e s p o n s ib i l it i e s that 
were en tru sted to me. 


S o m e t i m e s 
I 
h a v e s u c ­ 
ceeded and so m e tim e s I have 
fa ile d , 
but a l w a y s

t a k e n 
h e a r t

w h a t 
Theodore Roosevelt once said 
about the m an in the a re n a :

w ith o u t 
e r r o r a n d 
s h o r t ­

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ger­ 
ald R. Ford enters the White 
House favoring revenue-shar­ 
ing, a high level of military 
spending, national health insur­ 
ance and Nixon-style foreign 
policy. 
He opposes busing, a tax cut 


now, economic controls and 
amnesty for draft evaders. 
He says inflation is world 


public enemy No. 1, a threat to 
peace and order as well as the 
pocketbook. 
These are clues to the man’s 


political beliefs drawn from his 
recent public statements. Most 
of them were made as Richard 
M. Nixon’s spokesman, but 
they are no different from the 
philosophy he expressed in 25 
years in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
Ford favors optimism and 


compromise. He became minor­ 
ity leader in the House, where 
give-and-take is a way of life. 
Here is a sampler of his 


statements since he was picked 
to be vice president last Octo­ 
ber: 
On foreign policy: ‘‘President 


Nixon has innovated and car­ 
ried forward a bold and cou­ 
rageous foreign policy that his­ 
tory will credit in due per­ 
spective.’ (June 4) 


World trade: ‘‘One great re­ 
sponsibility is the need to seek

World's public 
enemy No. 1 Unless something 
is done, the cancer of inflation 
could prove fatal. . . . A major 
threat to our free economy and 
our form of government ” Op­ 
posed any tax cut and encour­ 


aged individuals to curb buying 
of scarce goods. (April 26) 
Econom ic controls: “ Tem po­ 
rarily, they were helpful, but 
they proved, as they have in 
the past, to be no long-range 
solution. (April 26 ) 
"I am opposed to the monoli­ 
thic government which claims 
to have all the answers. I pre­ 
fer to rely on the decision-mak­ 
ing power of 211 million Ameri­ 
cans. exercising their choices 
in the market place, and the 
ability of industry to respond to 
their needs.” (Jan. 8) 
Big oil: “ Let me here just

tration’s belief in the absolute 
necessity of reasonable prof­ 
its.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Richard Nixon quits the pre­ 
sidency without immunity 
from prosecution, leaving him 
vulnerable to a host of 
criminal charges. 
The lead role in bringing an 


indictment against Nixon 
after he leaves office would 
fall to special Watergate pro­ 
secutor Leon Jaworski, who 
said Thursday night there has 
been no deal sparing Nixon 
prosecution in exchange for 
his resignation. 
Congress could pass a re­ 
solution urging that no 
charges be brought against 
Nixon. Such a resolution is not 
binding by law; it only ex­ 
presses the feelings of mem­ 
bers of Congress. 
Nixon’s resignation may 


have squelched what little 


support there w a s for such a 
resolution.

sa id T h ursd ay night he would 
w ithdraw the resolution un­ 
less Nixon m a k e s a "full con­ 
fe ssio n ” of his involvement in 
the W a te rgate and related 
scan d als.

WASHINGTON — Heber G. Wo lsey , a 
spo kesman fo r the Church o f J esus Christ 
o f Latter-Day Saints, was warmly sincere 
in assuring me that neither he no r mo st 
o ther Mo rmo ns are racists

do ctrine that denies the priestho o d to 
blacks. 


Wo lsey ex plained simply that Mo rmo ns 
believ e that their presidents are pro phets 
thro ugh who m Go d speaks. And since all 
the pro phets fro m 18 30 o n hav e said blacks 
may no t ho ld the priestho o d, Mo rmo ns 
accept as an article o f faith that this is 
Go d’s will. 


My meeting with Wo lsey aro se fro m his 
desire to ex plain to me a natio nally 
publicized co ntro v ersy (ho rribly repo rted 
by my jo urnalistic co lleagues, by the way ) 
o v er po licies in the Bo y Sco ut pro grams 
run by the Mo rmo ns. 


The co ntro v ersy burst fo rth with the 
rev elatio n that the Mo rmo ns auto matically 
gav e the po st o f senio r patro l leader to the 
Sco ut 
who 
was 
a 
deaco n’s 
quo rum 
president in the church. Since blacks arc 
barred fro m the deaco n's po st because 


Mo rmo n do ctrine bars blacks fro m the 
priestho o d, it meant that no black co uld be 
senio r patro l leader. 


The 
publicity 
apparently 
sho o k 
up 
leaders o f the Bo y Sco uts o f America, who 
hurriedly met with Mo rmo n leaders. They 
came up with a shameful agreement that 
the press pawned o ff o n the public as a 
significant change in Mo rmo n po licy . 


No w what really happened? They agreed 
to say that the deaco n’s quo rum president 
will “ generally ” serv e as senio r patro l 
leader — “ generally ” being a change fro m 
“ alway s.” If ano ther Sco ut can be sho wn to 
be better qualified than the deaco n, he no w 
may serv e as senio r patro l leader. This 
technically o pens the way fo r a black to 
serv e as senio r patro l leader — much to the 
embarrassment o f whatev er white deaco n 
is fo und to be less qualified, 


My quarrel with the media is that they 


igno red co mpletely the crucial fact that the 
Mo rmo n and 
Bo y 
Sco ut leaders said 
no thing 
and 
did 
no thing 
abo ut 
the 
o v erriding 
mo ral 
questio n 
o f 
deny ing 
blacks the pirestho o d. The way to hav e 
cleansed the Sco ut pro grams wo uld hav e 
been fo r Mo rmo ns to say , “ The po st o f 
deaco n’s quo rum president is no w o pen to 
all, witho ut regard to race.” 


I listened to Wo lsey quo te fro m the Bo o k 
o f Mo rmo n: “ Fo r thus say eth the Lo rd: Ye 
shall no t esteem o ne flesh abo v e ano ther, 
and o ne man shall no t think himself abo v e 
ano ther.” 


Ho w, under such a co mmandment fro m 
the Lo rd, can the Mo rmo ns deny blacks the 
priestho o d9 


Wo lsey ex plained that “ we do n’t think 
blacks are inferio r because they may no t 
ho ld the priestho o d. Our wo men may no t 
ho ld the pirestho o d, and we certainly do n’t 
rpeard them as inferio r.” 


Then Wo Lsey cited a 19 69 statement in 
which the First Presidency o f the Mo rmo n 
church said that blacks were “ no t y et to 
receiv e the priestho o d, fo r reaso ns which 
we believ e are kno wn to Go d, but which he 
has no t made fully kno wn to man . . . We 
believ e that this (Mo rmo n) wo rk is directed 
by Go d and that the co nferring o f the 
priestho o d must await His rev elatio n ” 


I suggested to Wo lsey that much o f the 
public 
wo uld 
hav e tro uble with 
that 
statement because o f reluctance to accept 
the premise that the leader o f the Mo rmo n 
church is a “ pro phet” and that so me v ague 
co mmunicatio n with Go d lies behind the 
denial o f the priestho o d to blacks.

WASHINGTON — The co st o f heating 
ho mes and buildings will sky ro cket nex t 
winter, because the giant o il co mpanies 
allegedly hav e withheld news o f majo r 
disco v eries in o rder to driv e up prices. 


In a secret repo rt to Chairman Warren 
Magnuso n, D-Wash., the Senate Co mmerce 
Co mmittee staff has suggested that the o il 
co mpanies are “ simply ly ing” abo ut the 
av ailable gas. 


“ Hav ing succeeded in tripling prices fo r 
o il in little o v er a y ear,” charges the repo rt, 
“ the o il industry is ev idently determined to 
match its achiev ement o n the natural gas 
side o f its business .” 


No t o nly hav e the o il co mpanies indulged 
in “ false repo rting o f the success o f 
o ffsho re drilling” in o rder to bo o st rates, 
suggests the repo rt, but the Federal Po wer 
Co mmissio n has “ do ne its best to appease 
the pro ducers” at the ex pense o f the 
co nsumers. 


The 
FPC, 
which 
fix es 
the 
rates 
co nsumers pay fo r natural gas, is suppo sed 
to pro tect them fro m pro fiteering. But 
President Nix o n installed as chairman a 
reluctant regulato r named J o hn Nassikas, 
who has helped the o il co mpanies increase 
their gas pro fits. We pro v ed this in 197 1 
fro m do cuments that he had kept under 
lo ck and key . 


Meanwhile, here’s what has been go ing 
o n in Lo uisiana's fabulo usly rich o ffsho re 
gas fields:

“ Either the o il industry has entirely lo st 
the ability to lo cate new depo sits o f . . . gas 
in the mo st pro mising territo ry ,” states the 
secret repo rt with brutal simplicity , “ o r 
it is simply ly ing abo ut what it has fo und. 
The first ex planatio n seems ex tremely un­ 
likely . 


“ The less success the industry sho ws in 
its ex plo ratio n, the higher the price it can 
demand fo r its gas,” the repo rt po ints o ut. 
Once the price is set, new dev elo pmental 
wells may pro duce “ pro lific quantities” in 
the same areas where ex plo rato ry wells 
“ repo rtedly fo und no thing.” 


Ev en the FPC’s natural gas planning 
chief. Go rdan Zareski, co nceded to us that 
he 
has 
“ nev er 
seen 
such 
a 
gro ss 
aberratio n” as the figures submitted by the 
o il co mpanies o n their Lo uisiana drillings. 


The day after we inquired at the FPC 
why they had accepted the o il industry ’s 
figures witho ut any questio n, the FPC 
suddenly dispatched a letter o f ex planatio n 
to Magnuso n. 


The 
American 
Petro leum 
Institute, 
which furnished the FPC with the dubio us 
figures, defended them. A spo kesman to ld 
us: “ So me y ears y o u hit it and so me y ears 
y o u do n’t. No bo dy wo uld like to find gas 
mo re than we wo uld. It has been v ery 
disappo inting.” 


Fo o tno te: Like the FPC, the Federal 
Energy Administratio n relies o n the o il 
industry like a blind man relies o n his 
seeing ey e do g. 


The FEA is preparing, fo r ex ample, to 
sto p allo cating residual fuels fo r 90 day s. 
This 
will benefit 
Ex x o n, 
which 
no w 
co ntro ls the lio n’s share o f the ho me 
heating market in the No rtheast. With the 
dro pping o f the allo catio n pro gram, Ex x o n 
wo n’t hav e to supply small, independent 
co mpetito rs. 


The manager o f the FEA’s residual fuels 
sectio n, who helped draft the decisio n to 
end 
the 
allo catio n 
pro gram, 
is J o hn 


Verno n. He came to FEA fro m Ex x o n. 


Verno n insisted to us, nev ertheless, that 
he had “ no significant input” into the 
decisio n benefitting Ex x o n. He had sev ered 
“ all ties” with Ex x o n and “ abso lutely did 
no t hav e” a co nflict o f interest, he said. “ I 
lo o k at my jo b like I jo ined the Army ,” he 
said. “ I’m swo rn to defend my co untry .”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
freedom issues, which have 
been the bulwark of the play­ 
ers’ fight for more than a year 
and a half, remain the central 
argument of the National 
Football League labor dis­ 
pute.

der an Arnold P a lm e r 
scholarship at neighboring 
Wake Forest College. 
Palmer, 44, still believing 
he can win the only major title 
that has evaded him and thus 
end a 10-year drought of ma­ 
jor victories, took a large sec­ 
tion of gallery on a rain- 
dampened tour of the scenic 
course and bogeyed the last 
hole for a 72.

We are 
going to expand, without put­ 
ting a timetable on it.” 
MacPhail, in his first year 
as league president, recently 
expresssed the opinion that 
baseball was not yet ready for 


expansion. He reaffirmed his 
position Thursday, explaining, 
“ Every time you expand, it 
takes time to catch up. I think 
we are catching up now (to the 
caliber of play before the last 
expansion, in 1969).” 
The American League, how­ 
ever, apparently did not go 
along with MacPhail s opi­ 
nion, and took a step toward 
expansion even before he took 
office and before its National 
League brethren, by forming 
a planning committee on the 
matter last year.

(AP) - Howie 
Pollet, a pitching ace for the 
1946 world champion St. Louis 
Cardinals, died Thursday. He 
was 53. 


Pollet teamed with Harry 
B r e c h e e n to give the 
Cardinals a strong pitching 
duo in their 1946 title run 
Pollet had a 21-10 record that 
year for the Cards, managed 
by Eddie Dver. 


He started the first game of 
the World Series in 1946 
against the Boston Red Sox 
and was the losing pitcher as 
the Cards lost 3-2 in 10 innings 
Brecheen wound up with three 
victories over the Red Sox and 
the Cards won the Series in 
seven games. 


Pollet also saw action in the 
1942 World Series against the 
New York Yankees but wasn't 
involved in any decisions as 
St Louis won the Series in five 
games. 
Pollet. a stylish southpaw, 
began his major league career 
in 1941 with the Cards and fin­ 
ished in 1956. splitting the sea­ 
son with the Chicago Cubs and 
Pittsburgh Pirates. 


His big league career 
spanned 14 seasons, mostly 
with the Cards He missed the 
1944 and 1945 seasons when he 
was in service. 


Pollet appeared in 407 
games, mostly as a starter, 
and compiled a 131-116 
lifetime won-lost record 


“ Carew was 0-9 in the last 
two games up to that point,''

resigned Thursday night, effectiv e at no o n Friday , 
telling the natio n “ America needs a full-time 
president and a full-time Co ngress” freed o f the 
pressures o f Watergate and impeachment. 
Nix o n, in his final address fro m the Ov al Office o f 
the White Ho use, said he leav es witho ut bitterness 
to ward his fo es, with thanks fo r tho se who hav e 
suppo rted him thro ugh the mo nths 
o f Watergate 
disclo sures and crises. 
He thus relinquished the White Ho use to Vice 
President Gerald R. Fo rd, who is to take the o ath o f 
o ffice at no o n Friday . 
“ The leadership o f America will be in go o d 
hands,” Nix o n said. 
Nix o n, his face grim but his v o ice steady , said he 
was stepping aside in the natio nal interest. His 
base o f suppo rt in Co ngress, he said, had ero ded to 
the po int at which he wo uld no t hav e backing fo r the 
crucial decisio ns that co nfro nt the president. 
In that situatio n, he said, the co nstitutio nal 


pro cess that wo uld hav e been serv ed by im­ 
peachment has been fulfilled, and there is no lo nger 
a need to pro lo ng the struggle. 
Nix o n said he wo uld hav e preferred to fight to the 
end fo r the jo b he wo n in an histo ric landslide nearly 
two y ears ago . 
“ But the interests o f the natio n must alway s 
co me befo re any perso nal co nsideratio n,” Nix o n 
said. 
“ I hav e nev er been a quitter,” Nix o n declared. 
“ To leav e o ffice befo re my term is co mpleted is 
abho rrent to ev ery instinct in my bo dy , But as 
President I must put the interests o f America first.” 


Nix o n said he did so in resigning the jo b he had 
so ught thro ugh nearly two decades o f setbacks and 
co mebacks. It was six y ears to the day after his 
triumphant Republican no minatio n fo r a seco nd try 
at the White Ho use, a 19 68 campaign he wo n 
narro wly o v er Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey . In 19 72 , 
the campaign scarred by Watergate, Nix o n tro unced 
Sen. Geo rge McGo v ern, sweeping 4 9 o f the 5 0 states. 


Nix o n v o wed th at h e will co n tin u e to wo rk fo r th e 
“great cau ses” to wh ich h e h as been d ev o ted 
th ro u gh o u t h is p o litical life. 
Nix o n said h e began h is p resid en cy 5V2 y ears ago 
by d ed icatin g h is serv ice to th e fu rth eran ce o f 
p eace. “I’v e d o n e my v ery best ... to be tru e to th at 
p led ge,” h e said . 
Th e Presid en t said h e believ es th at becau se o f h is 
q u est, th e wo rld to d ay is a safer p lace. “Th is mo re 
th an an y th in g is wh at I h o p e will be my legacy to 
y o u , to o u r co u n try , as I leav e th e p resid en cy ,” h e 
said . 
Th e Presid en t’s mo men to u s ad d ress lasted bu t 17 
min u tes. 


“To h av e serv ed in th is o ffice is to h av e felt a v ery 
p erso n al sen se o f kin sh ip with each an d ev ery 
American ,” h e said . “In leav in g it, I d o so with th is 
p ray er: May Go d ’s grace be with y o u in all th e d ay s 
ah ead .” 
With th at, h e en d ed h is so lemn ad d ress. Th ere 
was n o t th e fo rmal clo sin g th at h ad co n clu d ed h is 36 


p rio r sp eech es fro m th e Wh ite Ho u se, th e “Th an k 
y o u , an d go o d n igh t.” 
Th ere was, in stead , silen ce, as Nix o n en d ed 
almo st th ree d ecad es in p u blic life as co n gressman , 
sen ato r, v ice p resid en t, citizen camp aign er, an d 
u ltimately , 37 th Presid en t o f th e Un ited States. 
It was th e first time in th e 18 5 -y ear ch ain o l 
p resid en t th at a ch ief ex ecu tiv e resign ed h is o ffice. 


An d it was th e first time th at th e o ffice wo u ld be 
filled u n d er th e p resid en tial su ccessio n d ecreed by 
th e 25 th Amen d men t, ratified in 1967. 
Hen ce, with Fo rd ’s ch o ice o f a n ew v ice p resid en t 
to co me, th e co u n try will h av e at its h elm two men 
n o t selected in a n atio n wid e v o te. 
Nix o n sh ared with Fran klin I). Ro o sev elt a u n iq u e 
reco rd — th at o f h av in g ru n fiv e times fo r n atio n al 
o ffice. 
Ro o sev elt was u n su ccessfu l as a v ice 
p resid en tial can d id ate, bu t was elected Presid en t 
fo u r times. 
Fo r Nix o n , it marked th e en d o f a remarkable 
p o litical career th at began 28 y ears ago in Califo rn ia.

ALEXANDRIA. Va. (AP) — Gerald R. 
Fo rd said Thursday night that President 
Nix o n “ made o ne o f the greatest per­ 
so nal sacrifices fo r the co untry " by re­ 
signing as President. 
Appearing o utside his ho me sho rtly 
after Nix o n's anno uncement. Fo rd said 
he plans to co ntinue Nix o n's fo reign po l­ 
icies with Henry A. Kissinger remaining 
as secretary o f state. 
“ I want him to be my secretary o f 
state and I 'm glad to anno unce he will be 
secretary o f state," said the man who at 
no o n Friday will succeed Nix o n as the 
natio n's 38 th President. 
Fo rd said he ex pects “ a spirit o f 
co o peratio n between the new President 
and the Co ngress." 
Fo rd said in praising Nix o n that “ I 
think the President o f the United States 
has made o ne o f the greatest perso nal 
sacrifices fo r the co untry and o ne o f the 
finest perso nal decisio ns o n behalf o f all 
o f us as Americans." 
Hav ing watched Nix o n's fo reign po licy 
the past 5 *2 y ears, he said, “ Let me say 
witho ut any hesitatio n o r reserv atio n 
that the po licy that has achiev ed peace 
... will be co ntinued as far as I'm co n­ 
cerned as President o f the United 
States.” 
Fo rd emerged fro m his brick-and-white 
frame ho use at 5 14 Grand View Driv e 
abo ut 15 minutes after Nix o n finished his 
telev ised address. 
Wearing a grey pin-striped suit and 
standing in a light drizzle, the v ice presi­ 
dent spo ke witho ut no tes and to ld the 
cro wd o f newsmen and two to three hun­ 
dreds o nlo o kers he co nsidered this “ o ne 
o f the mo st difficult and v ery saddest 
perio ds and o ne o n the v ery saddest inci­ 
dents I hav e ev er witnessed." 
Fo rd spo ke fo r 10 minutes. He em­ 
phasized that his administratio n wo uld 
pursue peace, praised Secretary o f State 
Kissinger as “ a v ery great man" and 
said the fo reign po licies dev elo ped under 
Nix o n wo uld be co ntinued. 
Fo rd said he and Kissinger “ will be 
wo rking in the pursuit o f peace as we 
hav e achiev ed it in the past." adding he 
ex pects to wo rk also with bo th Demo ­ 
crats and fello w Republicans “ o n the 
pro blems, serio us o nes, that we hav e at 
ho me." 
Befo re Nix o n's speech. Fo rd's aides 
said the v ice president wo uld bro adcast a 
speech to the natio n, pro bably Friday 
night. 


Fo rd had met with Kissinger fo r o ne 
ho ur and 4 0 minutes Thursday , and 
scheduled ano ther sessio n with him fo r 
Friday mo rning. 


After meeting with the secretary . Fo rd 
v o iced stro ng suppo rt fo r U.S. fo reign 
po licy and said it “ is in the best interests 
o f the United States." 


As his wo rking day began, Fo rd went 
acro ss the street fro m his o ffice to 
Blair Ho use to present medals o f ho no r 
po sthumo usly to families o f sev en Viet­ 
nam serv icemen. He had just returned to 
his o ffice when the summo ns came abo ut 
11 a.m. EDT fo r him to meet with Nix o n.

Committee, as expected, u nanimou sly 
voted Thu rsday morning to declare the 
entire cou nty a disaster area du e to recent 
drou ght conditions. 
The action cou ld eventu ally resu lt in low 
interest leans to farmers and establishment 
of a federal livestock feed program 
Attending the one-hou r meeting at the 
local 
Agricu ltu re 
Stabilization 
and 
Conservation Service (ASCS) office were 
board members Dick Dalton, execu tive 
director of the cou nty ASCS; 
Lloyd 
Lewellen, 
area 
farm 
management 
specialist with the University of Missou ri 
Extension Service; and Fred J. Hu hman, 
cou nty su pervisor for the Farmers Home 
Administration. The fou rth board member, 
Dennis Borchardt, district conservationist 
with the Soil Conservation Service, was ou t 
of the state on bu siness. 
Dalton said the board’s recommendation 
now 
will be sent 
to the 
Missou ri 
Emergency 
Committee. 
The 
state 
committee, in tu rn, 
will su bmit 
to 
Secretary of Agricu ltu re Earl Bu tz’s office 
a list of cou nties it think s shou ld receive 
disaster statu s. 


All of the state’s ASCS offices were 
instru cted to su bmit a report to the state 


committee by Friday, Dalton said. 
Hu hman said that if Bu tz declares the 
cou nty a disaster area, then the Sedalia 
FHA office will be au thorized to issu e loans 
to farmers at 5 per cent interest. 
___ 
Dalton said that with disaster statu s the 
cou nty wou ld stand a better chance to 
receive government-owned livestock feed. 
Application for the feed, he said, can be 
made at any time, bu t higher priority is 
given to emergency or drou ght-strick en 
areas. 
The lack of rain and hot, windy weather 
resu lted in the drou ght, the board agreed. 
Lewellen said this is the worst su mmer 
since 19 54. 
Dalton pointed ou t that from Ju ne 15 to 
Au g. 5 many parts of the cou nty received 
only 1.78 inches of rain. There were 14 days 
when the temperatu re reached 9 5 degrees, 
eight when the thermometer hit 100 
degrees and two when a scorching 104 was 
recorded, Dalton said. And, he added, it 
was windy in five of the 9 5-plu s days and in 
three of the 100-plu s days. 
The 100 degree heat and wind, Lewellen 
said, is “what wreck ed the com crop.” 
The board estimated the com loss at 50 
per cent of the entire crop. Bean losses, at 
present, were estimated at 20 per cent 
althou gh, Hu hman warned, “they cou ld 


tu rn ou t to be 50 per cent .” Lewellen said 
milo losses are abou t 20 per cent, and 
pastu re redu ction now stands at abou t 25 
percent. 
The board members said the drou ght has 
not cau sed farmers to sell livestock . If 
anything, Lewellen said, the livestock 
cou nt is high becau se farmers have been 
relu ctant to sell at the present mark et 
prices. 
Dalton explained that if Pettis Cou nty 
wou ld become eligible for the federal 
livestock feed program, farmers wou ld not 
be permitted to u se the feed to increase the 
nu mber of livestock , only to maintain the 
present nu mber. 
Lewellen said that the hardest hit parts 
of the cou nty appear to those in a strip 
“right down the middle on Highway 50.” 
Dalton said that regardless of disaster 
statu s, the ASCS office will continu e to 
tak e applications from farmers for low 
yield payments. Dalton added that farmers 
mu st leave their fields as they are if they 
mak e application. Corn converted to silage 
now cannot be appraised for damage, he 
pointed ou t. 


Dalton said the state probably will act on 
the local board’s recommendation within 
the next 10 days to two week s.

Nixon’s actions speak for themselves. 
“T think it’s no different than any man 
who walk s u p to a circu it cou rtroom ... and 
tells the ju dge ‘I am gu ilty; enters a plea of 
gu ilty, and spares himself the agony of a 
trial.” 
However, Miss Palmer said she felt 
Nixon "committed no crime whatever. 
“He probably u sed poor ju dgement in not 
coming ou t immediately when he first 
"fou nd ou t abou t Watergate,’’ she added. 
Miss Palmer, local chairman of the 
Committee to Re-elect the President, said 
“I think this president has brou ght mu ch 
good to this nation, and that the nation 
shou ld be gratefu l for the peace and 
prosperity that we have enjoyed u nder 
him.” 
Frank lin also said he felt Nixon made the 
proper move by resigning bu t said he “was 
look ing for some admission that he had 
been wrong ... more than what he admitted 
to.” 
Most political leaders polled agreed that 
Nixon’s resignation wou ld affect neither 
local politics nor the Repu blican Party 
itself. 
Bryden said, “I think this is going to 
mak e the Repu blican Party stronger. Let’s 
hope we’re throu gh with this Watergate 
mess ... I see no way it cou ld weak en the 
Repu blican 
Party 
and 
I 
think 
the 
resignation 
will 
help 
the 
November 
elections. You can’t hang Gerry Ford for 
Nixon’s actions.” 
Frank lin said “a lot of things wou ld have 
come ou t in the impeachment process that 
now probably won’t come ou t .” 
He said he felt the Watergate scandal 
“didn’t prove to be a hindrance to the 
Repu blican Party in the spring elections, 
thou gh it might have had something to do 
with the small tu rnou t in the primaries.”
